Time Difference 

Indian Standard Time is uniform throughout the country. It is 5 
1/2 hr ahead of GMT, 4 1/2 hr ahead of Paris, 10 1/2 hr ahead of 
New York (EST), 3 1/2 hr behind Tokyo and 4 1/2 hr behind Sydney. 

Food 

You . have a choice of customary Continental, Chinese and several 
other types of food in many excellent restaurants in the city. 
The choice of vegetarian aishes in India is almost unlimited. 
Not all Indian food is hot and spicy. 


Visa 

Citizens of all countries (including the Commonwealth) need a 
visa prior to entry. A visa is not available on arrival and 
should be applied for well in advance at the Indian embassy in 
your country.
